“TI will admit that these interests now ask- 
ing a postponement of action have not been 
given a hearing.” he sald.

Judge Owens, ‘as his firet official act, ap- 
pointed Charles H. Kellerman, president of 
the United Societies, to the chairmanship of 
the election board, in place of Thomas F., 
Judge, whose term had expired. He there- 
upon called before him Commissioners Bach 
and Hudson and demanded their resignations, 
on the ground that he will be responsible 
for the conduct of the election machinery 
and wants his own men-in the office. 
The men he has selected for appointment, 
he has privately announced, are Anthony 
Czarnecki, a Lorimer Republican, and Dr. 
Howard 8. Taylor, a personal lieutenant of 
the Hearst interests. 


Owens 

Bach and Hudson said that they would not 
resign, because they had been appointed for 
definite terme and had given bonds for those 
terms. Further, they asserted that they 
knew of no official misconduct Which would 
warrant them in resigning. 

“I think I understand you,” was Judge 
Owens’ reply. 

He immediately set about preparing formal 
charges against the two, which may be ready 
this morning, involving the filing of affi- 
davits signed by twenty-five citizens, and a 
public hearing, which promises to be just 
about as full of political dynamite as any- 
thing which has happened in local polities 
for some time. . 

Meanwhile, William H. Stuart, nations or- 
ganizer of the Hearst political party, and 
Charles H. Mitchell, another Hearst lleuten- 
Ant, had been waiting to sit down at the

Fven ut the risk of a rebuke for irrev- 
erence in advance of the premiere of Puc- 


cini’s “The Girl of the Golden West,” 
we are compelled to call attention to 
strange circumstances haying to do with 
Lieut. George Derby, once known to per- 
sons of now ripening years ad John 
Phoenix. 

Derby, if alive, would have a more out 
stantial claim on Puccini, Belasco, et al., 
than was proved against Rostand by one 
of our own fellow townsmen in another 
ease, There is no occasion for any un- 
pleasant thoughts or harsh words, but 
our higher intellectuals. will not want to 
flinch from the truth. We endeavor to 
set it forth dispassionately, taking Puce 
eini’s own description or The Girl of the 
Golden West” and Derby’s dramatic ex- 
position of The Plains. An Ode Sym- 
phonie.” Fe 

Of the former the composer says: 

“The curtain rises in silence, revealing 
Minnie’s tavern, the Polka barroom.

Until then we shall have what we have 
now—excavators ripping up streets as 
rapidly as the pavers put them down. 
What it is possible to bear with some tol- 
erahce in seasons when the repair can 
follow the destruction becomes intolerable 
when mud is to be left where asphalt 
wad. 

The eity cannot save ite citizens from

which will permit repair and even exten- 
sion to be accomplished without tearing 
up the surfaces, 


A POOR SHOWING. 
Last week fifty would-be doctors who 
had studied in Chicago medical colleges 
wert examined by the Illinois state board 
st health: Twenty-six of them failed to 
pass the examination. It is safe to as- 
sume that of the twenty-four successful 
éandidates some barely got through. 
This high percentage of failures is not

That may be due to the inferior quality 
of candidates or to a more rigid exam- 
ination. We hope it ie the latter. It is 
said also that the percentage of failures 
1 year is much greater than usual. Can 

t be that the board ‘as taken to heart 
ie strietures of Dr. Filexner—he criti- 
cised it, also—and has adopted higher 
standards? “That would be welcome in- 
telligence. The board could, if it would, 
raise the standard so high as ultimately 
to gain for Illinois exemption from that 
worst of scourges, a multitude of incapa- 
Hie doctors. A bad lawyer may lose 8 
man his suit or a bad banker take his 
money. A bad doctor may take both his 
money and his life,

lord keeper ot the great seal of Great 
Britain, was perhaps one of the best ko wn 
of thé equerries of King Bdwerd, to whose | 
household he was attached for some twenty 
| years. In fact, there are few Americans 
possessed Of any personal acquaintance with 
the late king who do not know Seymour For- 
tescue, who was knighted by King George 
shortip after his accession for the services 
rendered to his predecessor on the throne. 

Seymour Fortescue ‘is a captain of the 
royal navy, was present at the bombardment 
of Alexandria, was with Wolseley in the un- 
successful expedition up the Nile, undertaken 
for ‘the rescue 6f Gen. Gordon at Khartum, 
and was naval A. D. C. to Field Marshas 
Lord Roberts throughout the South African 
war. 

He is. the brother of the present Earl of 
Fortescue. Another brother, the Hon. John 
Fortescue, is the royal librarian at Windsor 
castle, and, as such, is in charge of all the 
family archives of the reigning house of 
England, which are preserved there. , 

The Fortescue family, which has always 
been renowned for ite good looks, was 
founded. by Richard le Fort, 4 Norman 
knight, who was cupbearer to William the 
Conqueror and who had three horses killed 
under him at the battle of Hastings: In- 
deed, so great was his valor in that battle, 
and so brave was his defense of the Duke of 
Normandy in the mé@iée, that he was thence- 
forth known as Richard le Fort-Escu, or 
Richard the Strong Shield. His son, Bir 
Adam, known as Sir Adam Fortescue, ob- 
tained, according to Doomsday Book, a grant 
from the crows of Winston, in Devonshire, 
with which county the Fortescues have been 
identified ever since, 


— 


Sir John Fortescue was lord chief justice 
of England in the reign of King Henry V., 
and but for the negligence of & forbear— 
nemely: Sir Hugh Fortescue—the present 
Earl of Fortescue would today be Karl of 
Clinton, an older title. 

This Sir Hugh was summoned to pariia- 
ment ip 1721 as coheir of the ancient barony 
of Cunton, at that time in abeyance, and as 
fourteenth lord of the line. He was subse- 
quently created Lord Fortescue of Castile 
Hill, in Devon, with remainder to his half- 
brother, Matthew Fortescue, and still further 
on was created Eari of Clinton without any 
remainder. But he neglected to marry, and 
the consequence was that his earldom be- 
came extinct, his barony of Fortescue going 
to his half- brother Matthew, while the an- 
client barony of Clinton again went into abey- 
ance, and being heritable in the female line 
is now held by a member of the Trefusis 
family. 

Matthew Fortescue’s son was created Karl 
of Fortescue, and the present Lord Fortescue 
ia the fourth earl of hie line, and one of 
seven brothers, of whom amother perished at 
sea ay a naval officer, and still another was 
killed in the war in South Africa. 

The principal country seat of the lords of 


the family since the reign of Henry VI., and 
was rebuilt in the early part of the reign of 
George IL, when the gardéns as they now 
exist were lald out. Lord Fortescue algo 
owns the whole of Exmoor 

As sergeant at arms Capt. Sir Sermour 
Fortescue, who ig an infi tial member of 
the Turf club, will receive aisalary o1 $5,000 
a year.

apartments allotted to him for life by the late 
king in St. James’ palace he will not tose 
asything by the absence of a residence at 
Westminster. 

The sergeants at arms are the most ancient 
kind of guard of the kings of England, and 
were first instituted by Richard Cour de 
Lion in imitation of a corps of the same 
name formed by King Philip Augustus of 
France. Their duty originally was to watch 
round the King’s tent, in complete armor, 


occasionally to arrest traitors and other 
offenders about the court, for which their 
mace of office was deemed sufficiem euthor- 
ity. They are required to be men of excel- 
lent birth and wear a collar of office, with 
which in ancient times they were invested 
with a good deal of ceremony. 
— 

Mme. Ourte’s tmpending election to mem- 
bership of the Freneh Academy of Sciences, 
in recognition of her discovery of radium 
and of-many other services to the scientific 
world, bas led to an ost universal asser 
tion om the part of the European and Amer- 
ican press that this distinction bestowed upon 
her will be without precedent, every news 
paper apparently taking it for granted that 
never before has any Woman been elected 
to any of the five academies that conatitute 
the Institute of France.

erine Duchemin, painter, wife of the sculptor 
Girardon, elected in 1663; and Louise Lebrun, 
who on the proposal of Joseph Vernet, the 
painter, was elected to mem bership 
No less than 600 of e 
existence. They are to be found in most 
of the leading national museums of Europe, 
as well as in the Metropolitan museum of 
New York,
